do so in the hope that one or more 
of the present candidates, or some

our people, to-wit: The growing pow- 
er of the chief executive of the state.

to support, he may divert the public 
fund from the purpose sacredly sec 
aside fo^ it hy law, and through his 
power of appointment to of flee, to 
veto laws and to pardon criminals 
he can defy any attempt oven to in- 
vestigate his conduct, much less to 
impeach him. 


There are in 
Oklahoma

Each representative 
is expected by his constituents to se- 
cure a liberal appropriation for hib 
institution. 
Suppose the 
governor 


should want to force the passage of 
a pet measure or thwavt an investi- 
gation; he would send ^ foe a repre- 
sentative Cone at a time) from each 
of the counties where these several 
institutions are located and say to 
him that unless Ue cared to assume 
the responsibility of 
stopping 
his 


school for the next two years, he 
must vote for the measure: and in 
nine cases out of ten the repvesenta- 
tive will line-up." If fifty-one voted 
for the measure as a result of this 
coercion the governor 
would 
only 


need four more members to have a 
majority of the representatives. Can 
he get the four? Yes. How? Buy them 
With money? Oh, no! With patronage. 
He would send for a representative 
and inquire if he has a friend or 
maybe a relative who would make a 
good wavden of one of the peniten- 
tiaries, for instance.

I am a democrat and despise the

appropriation of $600,000 can be paid 
by the State Capital Commission for 
one ac^-e oi ground and nothing in 
the bill will prevent it. When the 
. .ew Jerusalem proposition was sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people two 
years ago, sixty-eight counties gave 
it a majority of over 42,000. 


To the Democracy of the State of
